House fire claims life 


57-year-old described as a 'good neighbour' perishes in blaze

A 57 -year-old man who 
was a “good neighbour" 
died after a house fire in 
Fairview yesterday morn¬ 
ing. 

Fire crews were called to 
Glenda Crescent at 8:30 
a.m., said fire spokesman 
Capt. Dave Meldrum. 

“On arrival, our firefight¬ 
ers did encounter fire com¬ 
ing from the back one-third 
of a trailer-style home,” he 
said. “The firefighters en¬ 
tered with hose lines to at¬ 
tack that fire, unfortunately 
they found a male occupant 
we believe to be (57) years 
old unconscious in the trail¬ 
er.” 

Firefighters pulled him 
out and administered first 
aid until paramedics came. 
The man, identified by 
neighbours as John O’Brien, 
was in critical condition. 

Police said the man was 
declared dead when he ar¬ 
rived at the hospital. The 
fire isn’t suspicious in na¬ 
ture. 

Fire investigators re¬ 
mained at the trailer for 
several hours yesterday 
morning, looking into the 
cause of the blaze. The trail¬ 
er was gutted by fire, with 
the back end suffering most 
of the damage. 

A neighbour, Pat Turner,

said she saw the fire as she 
went out to feed the birds 
yesterday morning. 

“I tried calling John,” she 
said. “But there was no re¬ 
ply. When I came back the 
flames were even bigger so I 
called 9-1-1.” 

A female police officer 
was first on the scene, Turn¬ 
er said. The officer kicked in 
the door, but it was too dan¬ 


gerous to enter. 

“It was like a carpet of 
smoke, the thickest, black¬ 
est smoke I’ve ever seen,” 
Turner said. 


Firefighters wearing 
masks crawled into the 
trailer and pulled O’Brien 
out, she said. 

Theresa Kelly was fraught 


with worry for her neigh¬ 
bour when his condition 
was still unknown yester¬ 
day morning. 

She said O’Brien was re¬ 
tired and lived by himself. 
He moved into the trailer 
park three or four years 
ago. 

“He loved it there,” she 
said. “He was so nice and so 
happy here.”

Crooks, a member of the 
USS Doyle, was stabbed 
three times outside the 
Rain nightclub.

Alderney school stays open

There were cheers and 
hugs last night as 
Alderney Elementary 
School in Dartmouth was 
saved from closure. 

The school is less than 
half full, with 101 students 
out of a capacity for 220. 
But the Halifax Regional 
School Board didn’t feel 
comfortable sending the 
students to Hawthorne and 
Southdale-North Woodside. 

Many board members 
said they worried about the 
safety of students walking 
along busy streets to the 
other schools, and that the 
facilities at those schools 
weren’t up to par. 

The vote had parents and 
students jumping to their 
feet in excitement. 

“The key thing, I think, is 
that every child that comes 
to this school is known by 
name. And there’s no bully¬ 
ing. It’s a real community,” 
said Sarah Lake, whose 
daughter, Jasmine Lawson, 
attends the school. 


“All the teachers and the 
parents, we just felt pas¬ 
sionately (about keeping 
the school open). Like, Jas¬ 
mine was asking her friends 
at our church to pray.” 

It wasn’t all good news 
for the Alderney communi¬ 
ty. One key factor for sever¬ 
al board members was a 
possible housing develop¬ 
ment that could replace 
nearby Penhom Mall and 
cause more demand for a 
school. 

But several members said 
the school might have to be 
closed down the road if that 
development doesn’t come 
to fruition. 

“If the board decides this 
school is good tonight, if 
Penhom Mall (develop¬ 
ment) doesn’t pass then it 
doesn’t guarantee this is 
not going to happen again 
in a couple years time,” said 
board member Chris Poole. 

“It’s a writing on the wall 
type of thing.” 

On Tuesday, the board de¬ 
cided to keep Saint Mary’s 
School open in Halifax, but 
to close St. Patrick’s-Alexan- 
drain2011.

“Recently I heard it was 
confirmed for Moncton, and 
now we’re just waiting for 
the official announcement,” 
said Scott Ferguson, interim 


CEO of Trade Centre Ltd. 

But the City of Moncton 
said no show has been 
signed yet and an AC/DC 
concert is still just a mmour 
at this point. 

Contrary to popular be¬ 
lief, there’s no major rivalry 
between the two cities 
when it comes to concert 
venues, Ferguson said. 

“Any success in Moncton 
or any of our sister cities is 
good for the region,” he said. 

Moncton carved out the 
outdoor concert sector 
years ago while the Halifax

Halifax is still proving it¬ 
self as a venue for large out¬ 
door shows,” he added. 

“Once we get a few more 
shows on board for the 
Common, I think it will 
turn into the dominant site 
for the Maritimes.” 

But it doesn’t mean it will 
be a quiet summer in Hali¬ 
fax — KISS will play the 
Common on July 18th.

The new Colon 
Cancer Prevention Pro¬ 
gram aims to get people 
between 50 and 74 regular¬ 
ly tested for colon cancer. 

The test involves send¬ 
ing out kits that people 
can use in the privacy of 
their home to collect stool 
samples. Those can then 
be mailed back to the gov¬ 
ernment where it will be 
tested for blood. 

The Department of 
Health hopes people will 
do the test every two years. 

“Colon cancer is one of 
the leading causes of can¬ 
cer deaths in Nova Scotia,” 
Health Minister Karen 
Casey said in a release. 
“Each year, about 800 men 
and women are diagnosed 
with colon cancer, and al¬ 
most half of them will die.” 

The program is being 
phased in over two years.

Local impact of CBC cuts not yet known 

Public broadcaster to eliminate 800 positions countrywide

The CBC is cutting 800 jobs 
across Canada, but it’s not 
yet known how many local 
positions will be lost. 

Staff across the country 
learned the news yesterday. 
But detailed breakdowns will 
come out in further meet¬ 
ings, which begin today. 

“Obviously we’re all in¬ 
credibly sad,” said veteran 
Halifax CBC Radio reporter 


Jean Laroche. “We’ll be see¬ 
ing some of our colleagues 
go out the door by Septem¬ 
ber.” 

Employees will be subject¬ 
ed to a bumping system sim¬ 
ilar to what was seen recent¬ 
ly at The Chronicle Herald. 
Workers with more experi¬ 


ence who have their posi¬ 
tion cut can replace an em¬ 
ployee with less seniority. 

In this case, bumping 
could happen across the 
Maritime region. 

Laroche said he expects 
these cuts to hurt even 
more than the layoffs of the 


mid-1990s because there 
are now fewer people in the 
CBC workforce. 

“For those of us who have 
been around long enough, 
this is deja vu all over 
again,” he said. 

Executives announced 
they would cut 393 posi¬ 
tions in English services and 
336 in French services to 
cover a $ 171-million short¬ 
fall. The broadcaster also 
needs to sell $125 million in 
assets.

tourism The total visitors to 
Nova Scotia dipped by three 
per cent in 2008, but the 
economic impact on the 
province’s tourism industry 
remained on par with two 
years ago. 

The province released its 
tourism numbers for last 
year yesterday and it 
showed that Nova Scotia 
welcomed almost 2.8 mil¬ 
lion visitors, resulting in an 
economic impact of $1.33 
billion. 

There was also a slight in¬ 
crease (one per cent) in the 
number of room nights 
sold. 


The downward trend of 
American visitors to the 
province continued its de¬ 
cline as there was a 15 per 
cent drop. There was also a 
two per cent drop in visitors 
from the rest of the country. 
The only increase (one per 
cent) came in visitors from 
overseas. 

Tourism, Culture and 
Heritage Minister Bill Doolcs 
said in a release he feels the 
province “held its own” in 
2008, and is set to launch a 
new marketing plan to 
grow the market even 
more.

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Tories look to end 
sentencing credits

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment says it will legislate 
an end to the practice that 
allows judges to calculate 
a “two-for-one” 
sentencing credit for time 
that prisoners spend in 
pre-trial custody. 

Weeks after British Co¬ 
lumbia justice officials 
made an impassioned ap¬ 
peal to Ottawa for the meas¬ 
ure, Justice Minister Rob 
Nicholson said he would in¬ 
troduce legislation tomor¬ 
row to further curb judges’ 
sentencing discretion. 

Right now, judges can 


give credit for so-called 
“dead time” that offenders 
spend in detention centres 
prior to trial and sentenc¬ 
ing. It’s seen as a way to ac¬ 
count for time served in 
cramped cells where there 
is no access to drug or alco¬ 
hol treatment or other ther¬ 
apeutic programs provided 
in long-term penitentiaries 
or provincial jails, while a 


case winds its way through 
the courts. 

Defence lawyer Heather 
Pringle said the law would 
punish the poor. 

“This legislation is simply 
political pandering, and its 
impact will be to unduly 
punish the poor who can’t 
afford a release on bail pri¬ 
or to trial.”

Blame U.S.: Clinton 


Drug appetite fuels violence, she says 


U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said yester¬ 
day that an “insatiable” 
appetite in the United 
States for illegal drugs 
was to blame for much of 
the violence plaguing 
Mexico. 

“We are. How could any¬ 
body conclude any differ¬ 
ently?” Clinton told re¬ 
porters in response to a 
question during a flight to 
Mexico for a two-day visit 
likely to be dominated by a 
drug war that killed 6,300 
people in Mexico last year. 

Clinton’s visit comes as 
Washington has announced 
plans to ramp up security 
on the increasingly danger¬ 
ous U.S.-Mexico border. 
Fears are growing that the 


spiraling violence in Mexico 
will spill over into the 
southern United States. 

“Our insatiable demand 
for illegal drugs fuels the 
drug trade. Our inability to 
prevent weapons from be¬ 
ing illegally smuggled 
across the border to arm 
these criminals caus¬ 
es the death of po¬ 
lice officers, soldiers 
and civilians,” Clin¬ 
ton said. “I feel very 
strongly we have a 
co-responsibility.” 

Clinton will meet 
with Mexican Presi¬ 
dent Felipe Calderon 
and discuss a broad range of 
U.S.-Mexican issues, includ¬ 
ing immigration and trade. 
Her visit also includes a 


stop in the northern busi¬ 
ness city of Monterrey 
Thursday. 

Clinton said the Obama 
administration was making 
progress on resolving a 
trucking dispute with Mexi¬ 
co and expected the U.S. 
Congress to be receptive to 
its ideas. 

She also sought to 
address a belief 
among many Mexi¬ 
cans that the United 
States does not take 
sufficient responsibili¬ 
ty for the $40 billion 
US in illegal narcotics 
smuggled in from 
Mexico each year. Some feel 
the plans by Washington to 
better patrol its border are 
long overdue. reuters

CFOs unimpressed by Obama's plans: Survey 


findings U.S. finance 
chiefs are mostly unim¬ 
pressed by the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s efforts to 
stimulate the economy, 
but optimism about their 
own companies increased 
slightly for the first time in 
three years, a survey re¬ 


ported yesterday. 

A majority of CFOs, 58 
per cent, said their confi¬ 
dence in the economy has 
weakened since Obama’s 
inauguration, according to 
the quarterly survey con¬ 
ducted by Financial Execu¬ 
tives International and 


Baruch College’s Zicklin 
School of Business. 

The survey, which inter¬ 
viewed 334 corporate 
CFOs, found optimism 
about the U.S. economy at 
an all-time low, with eight 
of 10 executives expecting 
no signs of a recovery until 


at least the first half of 
2010. Among these, a third 
predict a recovery is even 
further away, possibly 
starting only in 2011. 

Still, optimism about 
their own companies im¬ 
proved slightly to 58.9 per 
cent from 58.1. reuters

Huskies’ Power 'hits to hurt’ 

Gritty forward key to team's hopes of University Cup championship

Colin Power is the Saint

Hits along the boards, 
hits behind the net, hits 
in open ice — hits just 
about anywhere, and hits 
that make an impact. If an 
opponent has his head 
down, Power is zeroing 
in. 

“He’s a very feared man 
in our league,” says 
Huskies head coach 
Trevor Stienburg. “He hits 
to hurt.” 

The Mount Pearl, N.L., 
native will be a key factor 
for the Huskies when they 
open the University Cup 
national men’s hockey 
championship today in 
Thunder Bay, Ont. 

The Huskies are known 
for a five-man power-play 
unit that scores at will, 
buoyed by national player 
of the year Marc Rancourt 
and a bevy of all-Canadi- 
an-calibre talent. But a 
Power-led corps of hard¬ 
working role players is 
the engine that drove 
Saint Mary’s to an Atlantic 
University Sport title. 

“I’m the kind of guy 
who’d rather get a huge 
hit than score the big 
goal,” admits Power, a 
graduate of the Ontario 
Hockey League. “Guys 
look to me for motiva¬ 
tion, for big hits to get 
them going. That’s the 
role I’ve always played.” 

Hard-hitting defence- 
men are valuable enough 
these days, but a forward 
that does the same is rare. 
His mere presence can be 
enough to make a nerv¬ 
ous opposing blue-liner 
commit a turnover after 
rushing a decision with 
the puck. 

“There have been a lot 
of guys in this league who 
have bailed out at the last 
minute because they 
know it’s him coming, 
and I don’t blame them at 
times,” Stienburg says.

Teammate Brandon 
Verge describes the five- 
foot-11, 205-pound Power 
as “thick,” and Stienburg 
says he “leverages every 
bit of his weight” for his 
hits. It comes as no sur¬ 
prise that Power is a 
workout fanatic in the off¬ 
season. 

Between hits, Power 


found time to score eight 
goals and six assists for 14 
points in 28 games. But 
what the Huskies are 
counting on the most is 
the fear factor he brings. 

“He’s an eye-catching 
momentum-changer,” 
Stienburg says. “We’ll 
need him on his game to 
be successful.”

INGREDIENTS: 

• 1/3 cup (75 ml) butter 

• 1 cup (250 ml) pure 
maple syrup 

• 2 cups (500 ml) rolled 
oats 

• 1/2 cup (125 ml) chopped 
walnuts 

• 1 egg, lightly beaten 

METHOD: 

Line a 9-inch (23-cm) 
square baking pan with a 
parchment paper sling (a 
few inches of paper hang¬ 
ing over two ends). Spray 


the other 2 sides with non¬ 
stick cooking spray. Pre¬ 
heat oven to 375°F (190°C). 

In medium saucepan, 
bring butter and maple 
syrup to a boil over medi¬ 
um heat, stirring constant¬ 
ly. Continue cooking for 3 
minutes. 

Remove from heat and 
stir in oats, walnuts and 
egg, mixing well. Spread 
evenly in prepared pan. 
Bake 20 to 25 minutes, or 
until lightly browned. 

Cool 10 minutes or wire 
rack. Run a thin metal 
spatula around edges. Use 
the parchment paper over¬ 
hanging ends to lift the en¬ 
tire slab to a wire rack to 
cool completely. Cut into 
squares. Refrigerate, if de¬ 
sired, to firm up.

Second life garments 

Sustainable fashion is the future, say eco-friendly designers

The fashion gods are all 
clear about one thing — 
clothes are designed to 
make people look good. 

But, what if looking good 
can also be eco-ffiendly? 
That’s a concept some de¬ 
signers have embraced in 
recent years, but it’s yet to 
envelop mainstream. 

Eco-ffiendly clothes are 
sustainable and recyclable, 
in that something that was 
once a throwaway can now 
be turned into something 
new. “Sustainable clothing 
is a movement away from 
fashion as a 
disposable 
commodity,” 
says Canadian 
designer Kim 
Munson, 

founder of Nova Scotia- 
based Orphanage Clothing. 
“In the case of Orphanage, 
one that is extending the 
life of used textiles.” 

But, this concept is not 
entirely applicable to vin¬ 
tage clothing; it’s also about 
not using synthetic fibers, 
which do not decompose. 
“Big box retail leads to the 
consumption of fashion, 
which in turn leads to more 
discarded clothing, which 
ends up in the landfills,” 
Munson explains. 

“My biggest thing with 
sustainability is that it’s not 
a trend, it’s very common 
and it’s the future,” says Ju¬ 
lia Grieve, founder of 
Preloved, the store and fash¬ 
ion label that creates one-of- 
a-kind clothing from re¬ 
claimed vintage fabrics. 
Grieve began her career as a 
model and then started 
Preloved in 1995. Along the 
way, she also worked as a 
fashion editor and writer, 
and has made appearances 
on television shows, such as 
Diva on a Dime and Project 
Runway Canada season two.

Grieve agrees. She says 
people are often over-the- 
top when they find out that 
a dress Preloved designed 
made from two differ¬ 
ent pairs of old 
trousers and two 
curtains.

INGREDIENTS: 

12 oz (375 g) beef chuck, 
cut into 1-in. (2.5-cm) 
cubes 

3 medium onions, coarse¬
